He commenced this business of 
receiving "sorehead" deputations as early as 
1838 at Rome, and five years after we find 
him still at tbe business in London, with all 
the farcical pomp with which tbe exiled Stuarts 
held a nock court in France. He then retired to 
Italy and married into the Jfodena family, to 
which, apparently, be brought no lack, for it 
waa destined to become * "•orehead" too.

In addition to our exhaustive exhibit of the 


thanksgiving services of yesterday, in connec- 
tion with the restoration to health of the

At 
about four o'clocfc this afternoon a black cloud of 
smoKe rose from the banKs of tne Susquehinna 
Kiver. about one mile south or Pitaton, and it re- 
quired but a lew moments' ride to ascertain 
tnat the same elements that have wrought 
such fearful havoc in this place during ihe 
past year were again at wort. The coil
